The  Secretary  of  War. 
Sir. 

I  beg  leave,  to  call  your  attention,  in  a  manner  more  formal,  to  the 
subject  upon  which,  I  had  a  short  conversation  with  you  this  morning. 

I  find  by  enquiries  answered  me  from  the  Adjutant  General's  office, 
that  the  Rangers  allowed  to  be  raised  in  the  Indiana  Territory  are  not  as  yet 
ovtained.  Owing  to  local  circumstances,  the  eastern  part  of  the  Territory  have 
not  participated  in  raising  any  portion  of  the  Hangers  and  now  complain,  of 
being  exposed  to  the  Indians,  under  the  idea  that  the  companies  are 
completed.  To  give  them  an  opportunity  with  others  to  protect  themselves,  I 
propose  the  plan  of  appointing  a  Captain  and  let  the  other  officers  of  the 
company  be  chosen  by  the  members  of  it,  under  the  inspection  of  the 
Captain,  in  such  manner  as  the  Secretary  of  [War]  shall  prescribe.  Frederick 
Shoults,  whom  I  recommend  for  that  Captaincy,  is  a  man,  who  as  a  L'ajr.  of  two 
Volunteer  companies  for  their  own  peculiar  defence,  acquited  himself  to  the 
satisfaction  entirely  of  the  three  Eastern  Counties  of  the  Territory.  He  has 
teen  recommendec  by  almost  all  the  militia  officers,  as  well  as  other 
citizens  of  the  Territory,  upon  whom  I  can  rely.

Sir, 

Your  letter  of  the  2£th.  has  been  received,  I  am  sorry  the  intended 
expedition  up  the  ".Tabash,  is  likely  to  fall  through,  and  at  the  sai.e  time  the 
prospect  for  findin  Indians  in  force  up  this  river,  is  somewhat  uncertain, 
at  the  present  shall  content  myself,  hoping  to  hear  from  ycu  or  Kajr.  Sloyd 
after  receiving  the  letters  from  Johnston,  and  I.'ajr.  Allen, 
(from  Kentucky)  giving  you  the  information  of  the  (Situation  of  the  indians, 
and  also  the  probable  force  from  Kentucky.  On  yesterday  I  received  another 
letter  from  Allen,  informing  me  that  his  chance  for  men  was  pretty  flattering, 
I  shall  not  write  him  an  answer  untill  I  hear  from  yourself  or  Llajr.  Floyd, 
after  you  have  seen  Mr.  Johnston's  letter  to  me.  I  had  understood  that 
Capt>.  PeybSns^U']  company  vjas  to  be  the  first  that  was  receved  of  the  four 
new  companys  to  be  raised  for  the  defence  of  this  Terrytory,  and  I  understood 
Cenl.  Gibson  that  they  were  to  be  mustered  at  Valunia,  in  consequence  of 
which  I  ordered  them  into  Service  I  had  likewise  understood,  that  it  was 
not  necessary  for  his  company  to  assemble  at  this  point,  as  they  would  have 
to  return  back  to  Valunia,  immediately  to  go  with  me  on  the  intended 
expedition  that  was  contemplated  to  move  by  yr.  l£th  of  April  last,  this 
was  thought  advisable,  as  that  company  drew  to  this  Terrytory  an  additional 
strength.  Capt.  Peyton  has  raised  his  company  through  every  difficulty  and 
at  much  expence  and  the  officers  being  well  quallifyed  for  that  command  It 
will  be  hard  to  turn  the:.,  out  of  Service,  indeed  it  will  brake  up  the  officers 
and  a  number  of  the  men:  this  company  is  willing  to  serve  any  where  in  the 
bounds  of  the  United  States  if  they  should  even  be  converted  into  an  Infantry 
company,  as  a  part  of  the  20,000  to  be  raised  in  the  united  states,  Under 
all  these  Considerations  would  it  not  be  a  pitty  to  turn  of [f  ]  such  fellows  —

Mr.  McLran  will  please  ascertain  from  the  Secretary  of  War  whether  or  not 
it  would  comport  with  the  weal  of  the  service,  and  the  arrangements  of  his 
department  to  transfer  my  corps  to  the  Regiment  or  to  some  point  where  it 
could  be  more  efficient  and  less  expensive  to  the  government?  Mr.  McLean's 
perfect  Knowledge  of  the  topography  of  the  country,  and  the  nature  of  our  duties 
will  enable  him  to  place  this  subject  so  plainly  before  the  war  department  that 
it  were  unnecessary  for  me  to  enter  into  detail  upon  it  —  ¥/ith  me  too  it  is 
always  excessively  unpleasant  to  recount  disasters,  from  whence  have  flown  no 
concomitant  advantage  — 

I  owe  to  to  candor  here  to  remark,  that  apart  from  the  considerations 
above  alluded  to,  I  have  very  many  and  weighty  ones,  affecting  myself  personally, 
for  wishing  to  be  transferred.  The  first,  and  most  aelicate,  is  the  enmity 
cherished,  and  existing,  between  my  nearest  friends  and  Genl.  Harrison.

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Cn  this  I  have  hitherto  taken  neither  side.  My  feelings  and  my  social  duties 
being,  however,  immediately  appealed  to,  I  an  well  aware  this  unnatural  state 
of  neutrality  cannot  long  be  preserved,  and  whenever  it  is  violated,  it  must 
be  obvious  to  all  who  know  our  relative  situations,  that  I  must,  consequently, 
be  the  victim.  To  resign  my  commission  whilst  my  nation  is  involved  in  war 
is  repugnant  to  every  feeling  of  my  heart,  to  hold  it,  under  existing 
circumstances  is  painful  to  the  extreme.  I  know  of  but  one  way  of  being- 
extricated  from  this  embarrassing  dilemma,  and  that  is  the  one  sug  esied  — 
If  Mr  McLean  will  undertake  to  promote  this  end,  he  will  most  ess'  ntially  serve 
one,  who  frankly  confesses  that  he  has  not  a  shadow  of  claim  to  his  inter- 
po:ition,  —  not  even  that  of  a  common  acquaintance  or  constituent,  but 
who  begs  to  be  permitted  to  offer  his  apologies  for  the  liberty  he  has  taken 
in  thus  pmposing  a  burthen  of  business  upon  his  hands.  A  lice  communicating 
the  will  of  the  war-department  upon  this  application  (directed  to  this  place) 
as  soo*:  as  the  result  is  known  would  be  most  thankfully  received.  Messrs. 
Clay,  Bebb,  Sharpe,  Clark,  &c.  &c.  from  Kentucky,  with  all  of  whom  I  have 
had  the  honor  serving  several  years  in  the  Legislature  of  Kentucky,  and  of 
cultivating  an  intimate  acquaintance  and  friendship  would  cheerfully  unite  in 
furtherance  of  my  wishes  —

The  Petition  of  Craven  Peyton,  Captain  of  a  Company  of  mounted  Rangers, 
on  behalf  of  himself ,  Officers  &  men 
Respectfully  Shevreth 

That  immediately  upon  the  information  having  reached  Vincennes,  throu  gh  the 
Eonble.  Jonathan  Jennings  Delegate  iron  the  Indiana  Jerritory,  that  four 
additional  Companies  of  Hangers  were  to  be  Organized,  through  the  Governor 
or  Secretary  of  the  Territory,  for  the  protection  of  the  Frontier,  Your 
iiemorialist  tendered  his  service,  to  Genl.  John  Gibson  (Secretary)  then 
Acting  Governor  of  the  Territory,  and  upon  the  l$?t.  .  of  March  was  Assured  by 
Genl.  Gibson  in  writing,  that  he,  your  Memorialist,  and  Company  should  be 
received  into  service,  it  being  the  first  Offered  —  That  he  should  immediately 
repair  to  Kentucky  in  Order  to  raise  his  Company,  It  being  considered  cy 
"the  General,  Colo.  Russell  and  other  respectable  characters  at  Vincennes, 
that  the  Company  being  brought  from  Kentucky  would  give  an  Additional  strength 
&  afford  a  greater  protection  to  the  Territory  than  if  the  hen  ware  enlisted 
in  the  Territory  L   thereby  taken  from  their  families  to  the  Frontiers  —  That 
the  Company  being  raised,  your  Memorialist  should  repair  to  rendezvous  at 
Velcnia,  for  the  purpose  of  joining  in  an  Sxpifiition,  which  it  was  intended 
should  set  out  from  that  place  on  the  lpth.  of  April  under  the  Command  of 
Colo.  Russell,  against  the  Mississinoway  Towns,  Your  Memorialist  further 
states,  that  in  consequence  of  the  above  arrangement,  and  placing  the  most 
implicit  reliance  thereon,  he  immediately  repaired  to  Kentucky  ,  where 
he  recruited  ox?  raised  a  considerable  part  of  his  Company,  and  came  on  to 
Corydon,  where  he  was,  to  Join  his  Lieutenant  (Canl.  Jennings)  with  the  balance 
of  his  Company,  and  then  proceed  to  Velcnia  —  but  by  the  time  he  reached 
Jeffersonviile,  he  was  informed  by  Colo.  Russell  that  the  expedition  was 


postponed  to  a  later  period,  in  consequence  whereof  he  refused  going  on  to 
CoryCon  for  some  days  —  that  upon  his  going  there  (early  in  the  month  of 
April  )  he  received  instructions  from  Genl.  Gibson  that  his  Company  should  to 
mustered  into  service  by  Colo.  Paddock;  and  Orders  from  Colo.  Russell,  to  what 
points  his  Company  should  proceed,  for  the  protection  of  the  Frontiers.  Your 
Memorialist  and  his  Co..  pany  were  accordingly  Mustered,  and  upon  the  10  of 
May,  repaired  to  the  different  stations  assigned  him  —  where  he  has  ever 
since  continued  upon  an  active  and  arduous  duty. 

Your  Memorialist  begs  le^ve  to  remark,  that  the  men  who  composed  his 
Company  are  hale  cc  stout  and  well  equiped  as  handsome  &  well  Or-  anized  a  Company 
as  any  in  service.  And  that  the  expence  they  have  been  at  in  equiping 
themselves,  will  effectually  rain  them  unless  t  ey  are  continued  in 
service. 

Your  Memorialist  therefore  prays,  that  himself  &  other  Officers  may 
be  Commissioned  and  the  Company  retained  in  Service. 

Your  Memorialist  begs  leave  to  refer  your  Excellency  to  the 
Accompanying  Communications  from  Governor  Fosey,  (upon  this  subject)  for  further 
particulars. 

Your  Memorialist  being  personally  and  deeply  concerned  in  the  decision 
of  your  Excellency,  &  will  refrain  making  any  comments  upon  his  own  activity, 
skill  Sc  bravery,  &  consequently  usefulness  to  his  Country.  He  has  the  Honor

Tomorrow  morning  I  shall  leave  this  place  with  the  mounted  Regt.  seven 
hundred  rank  '  file  for  Fort  "Jayne  from  which  place  I  shall  penetrate  the 
Frontier  to  the  great  road  leading  from  Maiden  &  that  quarter  to  Chicago  &c  then 
to  proceed  towards  Maldin  as  far  as  will  be  prudent,  then  to  Fort  Defiance 
to  convoy  the  public  supplies  to  Fort  Meigs  —  this  demons  oration  of  force 
will  be  of  great  importance  to  the  Frontiers  &  the  small  garrisons  on  the  left 
wing  of  the  North  western  Army  at  several  of  which  places  a  vas«  quantity  of 
provision  &  supplies  is  deposited  &  guarded  by  1$,   20.  &  30  men  only.  Untiil 

our  arrival  in  this  quarter  even  the  Shawnese  exhibited  evidence  of  a  wish 
to  KEmain  at  least  neutral  so  much  so  as  not  to  furnish  guides  &  spies,  &  the 

delawares  now  at  Piqua  had  a  war  dance  at  the  Prospect  of  our  defeat  #$#  at 
the  rapids.  But  they  have  now  furnished  with  seeming  alacrity  &  particularly 

the  Shawnese  some  oof  their  principal  men,  Chiefs  as  an  evidence  of  their 

good  will  of  which  I  have  no  doubt  under  existing  circumstances,  but  they  were 
previously  impressed  by  the  enemy,  who  made  some  of  their  warriors  prisoners 
at  the  rapids,  that  the  British  had  proved  successfull  in  other  quarters  & 
that  in  one  mont  h   the  Country  (the  U.S)  would  be  overrun  by  a  British  force 
from  the  sea  board  &  an  indian  force  from  the  North.  The  people  h  re  & 
adjacent  were  much  alarmed  previous  to  the  arrival  of  the  M.  Regt.  & 
indeed  the  Garrisons  were  considered  in  much  danger  —  parties  of  Indians 
being  continually  seen  in  their  neighbourhoods  —  altho  we  lost  upwards  of 
three  hundred  men  from  an  impression  that  the  Regt.  was  ordered  back  by  Genl. 
Harrison,  lam  happy  to  find  the  force  competent  to  the  most  important  service 
&  the  cost  much  lessoned  by  strict  attention  to  the  real  wants  of  the  corps  & 
by  suing  part  of  the  vast  provisions  <&  forage  already  purchased  much  of 
which  is  injured,  I  mean  forage,  on  account  of  its  quantity  &  the  wet  season 

in  which  it  was  brought  here.  If  Genl.  Harrison  should  during  this  month 
open  a  Campaign  into  Canada  this  Corps  will  .be  all  important.  If  not  &  it 


m  %  ' 
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should  be  necessary  joining  to  this  Hegt.  Ealls  Squadron  we  can  penetrate 
the  Indian  country  &  destroy  their  towns  ck  corn  from  this  to  the 
Mississippi  — 

I  rejoice  at  the  success  of  our  arris  since  you  have  directed  the  affairs 
of  the  war  department;  it  is  a  presage  of  what  will  be  done  before  the  ?rost 
of  Winter.  It  is  well  I  had  taken  the  greatest  precaution  in  providing 
gun  smiths,  without  which  I  believe  it  wo -id  have  been  impossible 
to  have  armed  the  Hegt  owing  to  the  state  of  the  public  arms  without  sights  isithou 
main  springs,  without  screws,  kc  kc  &c.  The  hard  service  of  these  men  has 
discovered  to  me  the  merit  of  Capt  Saml  Turner  Principal  artificer,  to  whose 
skill,  industry,  I  am  much  indebted.  I  have  not  seen  a  more  valuable  officer. 
I  am  happy  however  in  all  the  officers,  who  have  no  superiors  &  only  want  an 
opportunity  to  evince  to  you  that  ycur  confidence  was  not  ill  placed  in 
authorizing  the  Hegt.

Have  the  goodness  to  accept  ay  best  thanks  Tor  your  kindness  in  encloseinj 
my  letter  from  my  family  to  Lower  Sandusky  Hay  13  —  indeed  Sir  I  seldom 
receive  their  letters,  except  they  are  covered  bj  the  polibencso  of  some 
friendly  hand  —  ".Then  I  left  the  City  of  Washington  I  had  only  one  days 
Notice  was  was  led  to  expect  an  absence  of  only  three  weeks,  but  the  fate 
of  the  troops  under  C-enl.  Hull  gave  a  new  character  to  the  war  in  the  '/.'..". 
Country  —  and  it  was  intimated  to  me  by  the  then  Secretary  at  VTar  that  I 
might  be  useful,  and  therefore  I  nave  given  to  the  Service  all  my  exertions. 
So  far  as  the  limitted  powers-  under  which  I  have  actea  could  enable  me  — 
Brought  up  in  the  Infantry,  and  not  fully  acquainted  with  other  very 
important  duties,  I  have  endeavored  to  supply  with  zeal  the  difficency  of 
Information  —  I  am  at  present  stationed  at  this  post,  and  will  do  myself 
the  honor  in  a  few  days  to  communicate  what  Municitions  of  war  are  here  for 
Supply  of  recruits,  and  for  transportation  to  the  army  by  Lower  Sandusky  — 
as  now  directed  by  the  D  Q  ,  Genl  Majr.  Eartlet  who  has  been  absent  since 
20  May  in  Kentucky  —

An  additional  sum  of  about  fifteen  hundred  dollars 
will  probably  be  necessary  to  enable  me  to  meet  my  engagements. 

On  the  second  instant  a  settlement  on  Pipe  Creek,  about  fifty  miles 
west  from  this  place,  was  attacked  by  a  party  of  Indians  —  one  woman  and 
three  children  were  Killed  and  scalped,  and  seven  or  eight  were  taken  prisoner.

The  progress  in  recruiting  has been  much  retarded  for  want  of  clothing, 
none  has  yet  been  reed,  for  my  Regt.  if  the  recruits  obtained  at  our  littlf 
Towns  as  soon  as  they  are  engaged  could  be  put  in  soldiers  dress,  many  vrould 
be  induced  to  join  the  service  who  otherwise  will  not.  By  the  lasz.  maix  I 
reed,  a  Letter  from  the  Commissary  general  informing  that  some  clothes,  arms 
&c«  had  started  from  Phila.  for  us  of  their  advance  nothing  has  been  heard. 
We  have  more  recruits  than  can  be  supplied  by  the  quantity  forewarded,  and 
all  in  great  '.Vant,  it  is  hoped  the  remaining  supplies  will  soon  follow. 

In  many  instances  the  recruiting  Officers  have  purchased  Clothes  L 
Blankets  indispensible  for  their  recruits  and  at  low  prices,  how  are  they 
to  be  settled  for  those  Gentn.  are  solicitous  on  that  subject.  In  the  list  of 
Officers  appointed  to  the  28  Regt.  forearded  some  time  since,  it  will  be  seen 
that  V/illiam  Stewart  is  named  as  2d.  Lieut,  and  James  Kowerton[?j  as  3d.  Lieut, 
those  two  Gent,  have  resigned  after  having  accepted  I  have  thought  best  to 
advise  you  of  it  that  their  names  might  not  be  sent  to  ohe  Senate 

The  appointments  in  their  place  together  with  the  appointments  filling  those 
places  not  before  for.varded,  will  be  completed  in  a  few  days  and  transmitted 
•to  you.  Some  difficulty  has  o  curred  upon  the  subject  of  the  last  eight 
dollars  of  bounty  to  the  recruits,  whether  their  being  collected  at  the   Genl. 
Rendezvous  will  authorise  the  advance  or  must  it  be  postponed  until  they  join 
some  other  Uilitary  Corps,  upon  the  presumption  that  the  first  is  the  correct 
construction  of  the  law,  I  have  ordered  payment  to  be  made  to  such  as  have 
been  collected  here,  you  will  oblige  me  by  directions  on  this  point.

Clothing  is  so  necessary  to  promote  the  success  of  the  recruiting 
service,  and  :;so  indispensible  in  the  operati. ns  of  the  approaching 
campaign,  that  I  should  deem  myself  culpably  negligent  aid  I  not  stax.e 
to  you  the  precise  situation  of  that  intended  for  the  27th  Re  Lment. 

I  am  informed  by  the  Commissary  General  that  he  has  forwarded  for 
this  Regiment  500  suits  of  clothing.  Even  now  this  is  not  enough  and 
soon  the  deficiency  will  be  much  greater,  Y«hen  the  residue  will  arrive 
is  very  doubtful.   In  the  mean,  there  is  a  large  quantity  of  clothing 
lying  at  Ghillicothe  and  Franklinton  and  intended  for  the  l?th  and 
19th  Regiments.  There  is  much"  more  than  those  Regiments  in  their  preser 
reduced  situation  can  want.  I  am  even  told  by  one  of  the  officers  in 
the  Quarter  liaster's  department,  that  a  considerable  quantity  having 
been  wet  in  descending  the  Ohio  will  probably  be  spoiled  in  the  course 
of  the  summer. 

YJere  I  authorized  to  draw  from  those  depots  such  clothing  as  might 
be  wanted  for  the  use  of  the  27th  Regiment  without  diminishing  the 
quantity  so  much  as  to  injure  the  17th  and  19th  Regts.  it  will  obviate 
an  inconveninece,  which  I  anticipate  and  which  will  o  herwise  be 
seriously  felt.

Sir. 

I  should  not  trouble  you  on  so  unimportant  an  occasion  as  the  present, 
if  I  had  known  of  any  other  source  of  justice.   }5y  the  request  of  several  of  my 
fellow  Prisoners,  some  of  the  officers  of  the  late  Kentucky  Rgts  under  Gl. 
Winchester,  I  have  written  to  request  you  Sir,  to  inform  wheather  we  shall  be 

entitled  to  pay  for  transportation  of  baggage;  ulterior  to  our  last  battle 
at  Frencntown.  The  greatest  part,  and  in  truth,  nearly  all  of  us  were  never 
allowed  any  means  of  transportation,  by  the  public  untill  we  arrived  at 
Pittsburgh.  There  soire  few  officers,  (2  or  3)  descended  the  River  in  a  boat 
procured  by  the  Qr.  ilr.  at  that  place.  We  have  marched  900  miles  in  this 
situation  from  French  Town  to  our  homes  and  durin  that  time  have  expended 
great  part  of  our  funds  in  paying  for  a  casual  conveyance  in  sleighs,  when  unable 
to  walk  any  longer. 

Should  we  be  entitled  to  a  compensation  in  this  particular,  would 
you  be  so  good  as  to  make  the  necessary  arrangements  for  our  receiving  it.  1 
we  shall  remain  with  the  Highest  Respect  Yr  II.

Fort  Y/ayne  8th  June  1613 
Sir, 

The  Li.  Regt.  reached  this  place  yesterday  at  half  after  four  oclock 
p. I/,  one  hour  previous  to  which  I  came  in  advance  with  about  thirty  men.  The 
Boats  loaded  with  provisions  from  it  ilary  had  all  arrived  exce  pt,  one  which 
was  in  sighc  about  half  mile  from  the  landing.  This  Boat  was  attacked  by  a 
party  of  Indians  in  five  minutes,  after  we  had  unsaddled  our  horses.  While 
some  of  us  fixed  our  horses  for  pursuit  a  party  was  sent  on  foot  to  give  all 
the  assistance  in  their  power.  It  was  too  late:  The  Boat  was  on  the  opposite 
side  &  the  footmen  could  not  cross  it.  I  went  over  with  a  small  detacht.  to 
cover  the  retreat  of  a  few  men  who  I  had  detached  to  examine  the  trail  & 
ascertain  the  numbers/  ^b-is  Boat  &   property  were  sa  ed  but  two  men  were  found 
horribly  buchered  u   scalped,  one  of  the  indians  having  swam  into  the  Bot  om  St 
Mary  for  that  purpose.  The  third  man  was  killed  in  the  water  in  the  act  of 
swimming  &  has  not  been  found,  the  fourth  has  a  few  minutes  left  the  Boat  for 
the  Fort.  The  guides  &  spies  thought  the  trail  of  the  Indians  too 
considerable  to  pursue  them  with  our  small  detachment  &  indeed  the  officers  <£ 
the  Garrison  thought  the  Fort  was  attacked  &  thought  the  whole  force  should 
keep  together  until  the  arrival  of  the  Regt.  which  was  momently  expected. 
I  took  a  large  detachment  as  soon  as  the  Regt.  arrived  &  pursued  the  trail 
untill  in  the  night,  12  miles,  but  was  compelled  to  return  without  overtaking 
the  party  —  we  are  now  very  industriously  employed  in  preparing  the  Regt. 
for  a  movement  on  the  Frontier,  as  important  to  withdraw  lurking  parties  from 

the  water  &  land  communication  to  our  different  garrisons.  This  plaff  has 
imputed  another  attack  for  several  days  on  account  of  the  sign  of  Indians,  to 
the  North  of  #&$   it.  I  do  not  think  the  Indians  who  killed  the  MMM-&8- 
boats  crew  amounted  to  more  than  twenty  altho,  the  evidence  in  the  first 
instance  induced  the  spies  to  think  the  number  upwards  of  fifty.

Sir 

I  met  here  a  soldier  of  the  l°th.  Regit,  "nhd  had  been  taken  from  Camp 
Meigs  in  March  last  b  the  Indians^  ransomed  b:  sore  of  our  Citizens  at  Detroit 
and  landed  with  about  $0   of  the  Kentucky  Militia  at  Huron  on  the  19th  Ultimo. 
This  man  confirms  the  account,  of  the  dispursioi  cf  the  Indians  and  he  says  that 
he  was  repeatedly  informed  that  they  went  off  in  high  disgust  against  the 
British  ma   of  them  declaring  that  they  would  never  again  i:.ade  war  upon  the 
United  States.  The  reason  assigned  for  their  dissatisfaction  was  the  failure  of 
the  attempt  upon  Fort  Meigs.  The  British  had  promised  to  put  them  in  possession 
of  all  the  Country  between  the  Chic  ana  the  Lakes.  The  provisions  which  they 
expected  to  take  at  Fort  Meigs  was  to  afford  them  the  means  of  farther  operations. 
Many  of  them  Observed  that  they  were  now  convinced  that  the  British  were 
unable  to  perform  their  promise  as  trie;'  had  been  repulsed  from  Fort  Meigs. 
I  have  no  doubt  of  the  correctness  of  this  information.  But  I  should  deeply  regret 
ifcs$  having  any  effect  to  retard  our  Operations  or  lessen  the  force  which  it  was 
contemplated  to  employ.  Tae   declarations  of  an  Indian  and  eve/,  -lis  feelir.  s 
today  ive  no  security  for  his  conduct  on  tomorrow  —  nor  ought  any 
Calculations  to  be  drawn  from  the  destruction  of  their  destined  presents  at 
York  —  A  Substitute  can  easily  be  found  in  the  large  stack  of  goods  which 
are  in  the  possession  of  private  Traders.  The  British  agents  are  well  acc.ua5.ned 
with  the  Indian  Character  —  Long  experience 'has  put  them  in  possession  of  ail 
the  means  by  which  their  confidence  is  to  be  o  tained  or  their  passions 
stimulated.  The  communication  from  Govr.  Edwards  to  Govr.  Shelb  and  which 
I  have  seen  published  in  the  Kentucky  papers  shews  the  correctness  of  the 
opinion  which  you  long  since  formed  »##;>$  "that  as  long  as  they  had  i.Iaiden  to 
protect  or  my  Army  to  destroy  they  would  never  think  of  any  other  than  a  desultory 
war  uoon  our  western  Settlements . "  Ail  the  Indians  that  they  can  possible 
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raise  from  the  Country  between  the  Lakes  and  mississipi  will  certainly 

be  brought  down  to  ...aiden. 

It  appears  to  ..  e  that  a  Collateral  expedition  (to  the  one  across  the  Lakes) 
of  mounted  men  uirec  .ed  immediately  against  Detroit  cr  wherever  the  Indians  .  |  ht 
be  Tound  would,  be  hi,  ly  useful.   It  uould  be  accomplished  with  little 
expense.  Colo.  Johnson's  Regt.  ana  the  Dragoons  under  Lt.  Goio.  3all 
might  be  encreased  by  Volunteers  from  Kentucky  and  this  State  who  would  Serve 
for  30  or  I4.O  days  without  pay  to  a  most  formidable  body. 

Will  you  be  pleased  to  inform  me  whether  such  an  expedition  will  be 
permitted  by  the  Government.  The  Volunteers  I  speak  of  will  not  be 
Militia,  but  associations  of  Individuals  who  will  select  their  own  Officers 
and  which  in  this  Country  will  bring  out  the  best  men  in  it  —  generally  those 
who  are  no  longer  on  the  iailit>ia  Rolls  —  at  least  four  fifth  of  the  Officers 
will  be  of  that  description  — 

I  did  myself  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  Capt.  Adams  had  decline  I  the 
appointment  Asst.  Adjt.  Genl.  As  there  was  a  necessity  of  having  an  Officer 
of  that  department  with  me  I  have  appointed  Capt.  Sobt.

I  must  beg  leave  to  share  with  you  a  i'ew  of  your  moL.emiS,  bo  lay  -cfore 
you  a  relation  of  facts  and  consequences,  which  I  suppose  muso  or  will 
sooner  or  later  come  unci   your  immediate  notice.   In  (loin  which  I  shall 
be  under  the  necessity  of  enterin  somewhat  into  detail.  Sometime  early 
in  September  of  the  last  year  Genl.  Harrison  maae  a  requisition  on  this  State, 
for  mounted  Horsemen  to  join  him  at  Piqua  or  some  other  post  contiguous 
the  Pa'oroitism  of  the  State  has  been  and  still  is  such,  that  no  Sooner 
was  there  a  call,  than  it  was  obeyed.  Genl.  Findley  the  receiver  cf 
Public  monies  put  himself  at  the  head  of  several  companies,  they  marched^ 
from  this  place  a  out  the  ll>th  or  l£«  of  the  Same  Konth,  and  as  soon 
as  possible  Joined  Genl.  Harrison,  on  the  2lrth.  a  detachment  was  ordered 
to  the  Tawa  (Indian)  Towns  ana  in  the  detachment  was  a  Brother  in  law 
(George  Deibler)  of  mine,  on  the  night  of  the  saia  day,  he  was  unfortunately 
shot  by  one  of  our  Gentinels,  supposing  him  to  be  an  Indian,  who  has  left 
a  poor  distressed  widow  with  SiM  children,  indeed  they  are  very  poor,  and 
the  estate  not  able  to  pay  what  few  de  ts  that  are  against  it. 

It  vras  understood  that  all  losses  Sustained  by  individuals  of  horses 
he  would  be  reimbursed  by  the  United  States,  indasd  such  was  the 
agreement,  and  in  order  to  ascertain  the  result  of  Contin;  encies  each  man 
had  his  horse  valued,  together  with  his  equipments  and  apparatus,  hence 
Deiblers  horse  was  appraised  to  Sixty  five  Dollars,  horse  equipments 
twenty  five  and  apparatus  two  Dollars   a  Brother  of  mine  being  an  Ensign 
on  the  expedition  collected  a  few  of  the  materials  ana  ^ola  them,  and 
made  return  to  me  having  administered  on  the  estate,  for  which  I  hold  myself 
repponsible,  his  horse  was  Sonewhat  crippled  but  continued  in  Service 
till  worn  down  ana  left  behind  in  the  Indian  Country,  after  I  had   ministered 
I  found  one  Eastwood  had  the  Sadaie  of  Deibler  in  Possession,  I  demanded

T.".*o  British  vessels  made  their  appearance  yesterday  morning,  off  this 

port  —  one  of  then  carrying  three  masts,  as  known  to  be  the  Queen  Charlotte  - 

the  other  carrying  two,  was  supposed  to  he  the  Lady  Prevost:  they  continued 

during  the  whole  day  within  view,  and  not  more  than  seven  or  eight  miles  from 

the  shore.  A  tremendous  thunderstorm,  which  commenced  about  12  oclcck,  and 

continued  during  the  greater  part  of  the  afternoon,  probably  prevented  them 

from  attempting  to  get  in.  The  fog  is  so  intense,  this  morning,  that  I  have 

not  been  able  to  discover  whether  they  have  departed.  I  was  prepared  to 

expect  a  visit  from  the  Enemy:  a  servant  of  Colo.  Elliott  of  the  British 

Indian  Dept. ,  who  effected  his  escape  about  two  weeks  since,  and  arrived  here 

> 

on  the  12th.  instant,  informed  me  that  the  stock  of  provisions  at  Maiden 
was  nearly  exhausted,  and  that  Comadore  Hall  had  proposed  an  attack  on  this 
place  in  order  to  obtain  a  supply  shou'd  he  make  the  attempt  he  will  meet 
with  a  warm  reception. 

I  have  about  sixty  boats  including  those  on  the  stocks.

Camp  at  Fort  Wayne  —  June  the  lltth.   lol3 
Sir, 

After  a  march  of  six  days  I  have  returned  to  this  place  with  the  Regt. 
from  the  expedition,   to  which  I  alluded  in  my  last  communication,   after  making 
a  circuit  of  one  hundred  and  eighty  miles.     Upon  my  arrival  at  St.  liary's  a 
variety  of  considerations  convinced  me  of  the  necessity  of  passing  by  Fort 
Wayne  to  Fort  Winchester  as  the  great  objects  of  the  Mounted  Efgt.  were  in 
the  first  instance  to  secure  the  frontier  garrisons  and  settlements  so  much 
exposed  to  savage  invasion  and  murder;  &  to  secure  the  transportation  of  supplies 
by  water  to  the  Rapids  and  the  intermediate  posts,   so  much  exposed  to  savage 
plunder.     Eighteen  boats  of  public  supplies  had  been  sent  from  St.  Liary's 
about  a  week  previous  to  my  arrival  there,  with  an  inconsiderable  force,   after 
detaching  for  its  protection  all  the  disposible  force  at  that  place;   and 
the  importance  of  its  transportation  with  the  swell  of  the  river  St.  liary's 
at  that  moment,   induced  the  commanding  officer  to  hazard  something  in  effecting 
it.     Reaching  Fort  Wayne  with  30  men  in  advance  of  the  Regt.   I  was   informed 
that  the  boats  with  the  public  property  had  safely  arrived  at  the  landing 
except  one  —  half  a  mile  up  the  St.  Mary's  and  in  view  of  the  Garrison, 
which  was  attacked  by  a  party  of  Indians,  within  ten  minutes  after  my  arrival. 
On  the  firing  of  the  guns,   the  men  were  ordered  to  its  relief  on  foot  — 
the  horses  having  been  put  to  pasture.      It  was  too  late  —  the  fi  st  fire  of 
the  enemy  killed  two  of  the  men,   the  third  was  drouned  in  his  atte  pt  to 
escape.     The  Indians  were  on  the  opposite  shore  of  the  St.  Mary  which  was 
very  higjy  #0  Afoscoateju'  dosjacjed  tjree  fjerspms  across  CpjLS 
jpxse  bacl  tp  ascertatfft  t^e  $Mifwfy  pf  tje  enemjr  —  while  the  ballance 
of  the  men  were  ordered  to  get  their  horses  to  cover  their  retreat  as  it  was 
the  opinion  of  the  commanding  officers  of  the  Garrison  that  the  Fort  was 
attacked  by  a  large  force,   and  the  enemy  was  seen  in  considerable  numbers 
on  the  bank  of  the  river,  and  much  sign  of  Indians  discovered  a  few  days

previous  in  the  sane  quarter.  In  a  few  minutes  I  crossed  the  St. Mary's  with 
30  counted  men  and  marched  to  the  place  where  the  mischief  was  dene.  The 
guides  and  spies  be  ng  of  opinion  that  the  number  of  the  enemy  was  not  less 
than  50  and  might  be  many  more.  Every  exertion  was  made  to  float  the  boat  to 
the  landing,  which  was  effected  and  wait  the  arrival  of  the  Regt.  which  as  was 
expected  reached  Fort  V.rayne  in  two  hours,  when  I  detached  a  lar^e  party  and 
purused  the  trail  of  the  enemy  ten  miles  towards  Elkheart  village  &   abandoned 
it  some  time  in  the  night  from  the  impracticability  of  pursuing  the  trail,  we 
returned  to  Fort  7/ayne  late  at  night.  Convinced  that  this  daring  attack  and 
its  melancholy  success  would  encourage  similar  outrages  as  soon  as  a  protecting 
force  was  withdrawn  from  this  quarter.  Having  reed,  information  that  the 
Indian's,  not  at  maiden  were  assembling  towards  LakeMichigan  to  carry  on  an 
expedition  against  the  frontiers j  and  that  Five  medal  village  had  been 
rebuilt  I  was  convinced  that  a  demonstration  of  force  in  the  enemies  country 
would  have  the  most  beneficial  effects.  On  tuesday,  therefore,  the  8th.  inst. 
ever  :  preparation  was  made  for  the  campaign,  and  Wednesday  morning  the  Regt. 
left  Fort  '.Tayne  with#  about  600  effective  men  and  some  guides  and  spies.  The 
trail  of  the  Indians  was  pursued  about  30  miles  towards  Elkheart.  They  then 
scattered  —  their  back  trail  was  pursued  to  the  Five  medal  village  60  miles 
from  Fort  T,7ayne,  where  we  found  some  small  places  of  cultivation  and  much 
fresh  sign  of  Indians,  on  foot  and  horse  back,  but  abandoned  as  a  place  of 
residence.  The  spies  were  extremely  vigilent  and  reconnoitered  the  country 
many  miles  in  every  direction,  '  finding  two  considerable  fresh  trails  of 
Indians,  one  towards  the  mouth  of  the  St.  Joseph,  of  Lake  Michigan  about  70 
miles  from  Eliheart  and  the  other  towards  1'Jhite  Pigeon  30  miles  from  Six  heasrt. 
The  first  rout  we  pursued.  We  were  determined  to  pursue  the  trail  to  the 
mouth  of  the  St.  Joseph  unless  the  enemy  could  be  found  at  a  lar£e  village 
30  miles  short  of  it.  As  we  .  .ssed  thro'  Strawberry  village  on  the  ElkhearL. 
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we  discovered  that  it  was  also  abandoned  —  and  pursuing  the  trail  to  the 
river  St.  Joseph  v.re  were  stoped  by  the  excessive  high  water,  as  the  incessan  t 
rain  by  this  tine  had  inundated  much  of  the  country,  and  caused  us  to  swim 
many  snail  streams  and  making  the  marshes  almost  impassible,  injuring  cur 
provisions  and  some  of  our  amunition.   It  was  therefore  with  extreme  reluctance 
that  we  were  compelled  to  turn  our  course  towards  White  Pigeon  village  four 
miles  from  the  St,  Joseph  and  on  this  side  where  we  felt  still  greater 
regret  in  finding  nothing  but  the  tracts  of  Indians,  passing  on  x  Llalden  — 
and  Detroit  —  except  about  six  or  eight  discovered  by  the  spies  and  who 
escaped  in  consequence  of  the  conviction  of  every  man  in  the  Regt,  that  a  large 
party  at  VJhite  Pigeon  village,  which  was  then  but  a  small  distance,  and  that 
it  was  inadmissible  to  stop  a  moment  to  pursue  so  small  a  party  while  the  whole 
town  might  escape.  This  village  of  such  magnitude  a  few  years  ago,  and  situated 
in  the  most  enviable  spot  that  nature  ever  created,  is  also  abandoned  and  in 
ruins.  All  the  western  Indian  traces  terminate  ~§§i$iriHt   at  this  place,  in  the 
great  road  leading  to  Detroit  and  lialden  —  the  grand  communication  between 
the  British  and  Indians;  and  which  communication  cculd  easily  be  closed 
abainst  the  return  of  the  savages,  when  driven  from  Ualden.  It  was  evident 
that  most  of  the  hostile  Ind  .ans  had  gone  to  lialden  to  the  assistance  of 
Great  Brittain,  and  except  one  trail  of  about  £0,  no  discovery  was  made  of 
their  return.  From  this  village  we  still  pursued  on  course  one  day,  and  then 
south  to  Fort  1'iayne,  encircling  the  head  Waters  of  the  Elk  heart  and  the  St. 
Joseph  of  the  iliamie.  In  performing  this  rout,  so  fatieguing  to  ourselves  and 
horses,  we  derive  a  consolation  in  believing  that  we  have  performed  cur  duty 
L   made  discoveries  and  obtained  information  which  otherwise  could  not  be 
had;  and  this  reflection  lessens  the  regret  vie   felt  in  not  having  had  an 
opportunity  of  avenging  the  blood  of  our  fellow  citizens  —  more  especially 
when  I  recollect  the  exemplary  zeal  and  the  martial  spirit  of  the  troops 


composing  the  Regt.  Indeed  the  men  and  officers  are  as  I  could  wish  them. 
Firm  in  the  hour  of  danger,  subordinate  to  the  will  of  their  officers 
and  patient  of  military  discipline  and  every  kind  of  fatigue.  I  shall 
tomorrow  p.-epare  16  boats  loaded  with  supplies  for  the  army  at  the 
rapids  —  to  desend  the  Uiamie  the  next  day.  I  shall  man  the  boats 
with  a  party  of  my  own  men,  and  leave  the  Ohio  militia  company  at  this  place 
for  its  protection  —  But  we  have  only  made  this  tour  as  a  secondary  consideration: 
and  to  convince  the  enemy,  that  they  have  nothin0  to  expect.  The  great 
object  of  our  wishes  in  assisting  in  the  campaign  to  b:;opened  against 
ilalden  and  Detroit  is  constantly  before  our  eyes  —  holding  ourselves  in 
readiness  for  any  other  service  that  may  be  assigned  us

Your  request  with  regard  to  Genl  Howard  has  been  complied  with  and 
as  he  has  taken  command  in  this  territory  I  snail  avail  myself 
of  the  respite  it  afford  me  to  go  to  the  southern  part  of  Kentucky 
to  see  my  family  from  whom  I  have  been  seperated  nine  months.

I  have  this  morning  received  a  letter  from  Captain  Dunn  of  the  Rangers, 
who  informs  me  that  by  the  same  mail  he  has  forwarded  a  report  of  his 
company  t  the  V.rar  Department. 

He  informs  me  that  his  company  is  much  in  need  of  money,  and  wishes  if 
convenient,  that  they  may  receive  their  pay  at  Liadison  in  the  Country  of 
Jefferson,  Indiana  Territory. 

I  have  likewise  received  a  letter  from  a  gentleman  of  respectability  and 
kiniwn  to  Mr.  Griffin  k   Mr.  Finley  of  the  House,  informing  me  that  Genl. 
Harrison  has  ordered  a  Lieutenants  command,  from  the  western  frontier  of  the 
Territory,  of  the  Rangers,  to  convey  some  of  his  personal  property  from 
Vincennes  to  Cincinnati,  which  he  had  left  at  the  first  mentioned  place 
since  last  Aug  st. 

How  well  such  services  may  comport  with  the  duty  of  a  Soldier  I  am  not  to 
decide,  but  when  depradations  are  daily  committed  on  that  frontier  by  the 
savages,  I  cannot  reconcile  the  alledged  facts,  to  that  protection  intended  60 
be  afforded  us  by  the  general  government,  and  to  me  they  are  irreconcilable 
to  the  high  duties  of  a  commanding  general  — 

I  hope  that  my  duty  to  the  Serritory  which  I  am  here  to  represent, 
will  furnish  a  justification  fcr  may  interference,  while  I  must  express-^ 
my  confidence,  that  the  Secretary  for  the  Department  of  7/'ar,  will  not  suffer 
a  transaction  of  the  character  I  have  described,  to  pass,  by  him  unnoticed.

By  your  predecessor  in  office,  under  date  of  28th  April  1812,  I  was 
ordered  to  prepare  for  the  use  of  the  V.rar  Dept.  50,000  lb  Gun  Powder  --  of 
which  I  delivered  10l\h$   lb  amounting  to  $2k3Q2$   as  for  account  and  receipts 
transmitted  on  27th  Sept.  last  —  which  sun  deducted  from  20,000.,,;  the  amount 

of  advances  received  left  in  my  hands  a  balance  of  Ili736v73>  —  On  rr.y 
acceptance  of  the  appointment  of  deputy  quarter  master  general  to  the  IT.  ".'.".  Army, 
I  transferred  to  Messrs.  J  &  D  Maccoun  of  this  place  the  arrangements  I 
had  made  and  the  completion  of  the  order,  which  they  have  effected,  and 
something  more.   By  the  present  conveyance  they  will  transmit  their  account 
amounting  to  20l±10.')37  leaving  a  balance  due  them  of  £673$62  exclusive  of  the 
sum  which  re  ained  in  my  hands  —  for  which  I  have  this  day  drawn 
at  30  dft  in  their  favor,  which  you  will  please  to  honor  and  have  charged  to 
the  proper  account.  The  Messrs  iiaccouns  have  delivered  about  3000  lb  powder 
more  than  what  has  been  embraced  by  their  account,  but  have  not  yet  obtained 
a  receipt  for  the  delivery  —  When  they  do  it  will  be  forwarded  with  their 
corresponding  account.

The  Officers  of  the  Garrison  have  been  generally  consulted  anu  the;   ive 
the  fullest  confidence  go  the  belief  that  the  enemy  contemplate  another 
Attack  on  this  Fort,  nor  oo  I  hesitate  to  .join  in  the  belief. 

The  importance  of  this  communication  needs  no  comment  from  me. 

We  shall  be  prepared  to  give  our  enemy  a  warm  reception  come  when  they 
will,  I  have  every  confidence  in  your  exertions  ana  feel  that  it  is  through  you 
this  army  looks  for  triumphs  ever  its  enemies  — 

I  have  sent  expressed  on  different  routes  and  to  different  posts  tc  meet 
you  ana  enclosed  copies  of  this  communication  to  Govs  Lleigs  and 
Shelby  —  I  have  taken  the  liberty  to  order  Colo,  Johnsons  regiment  of  mounted 
men  from  Fort  Winchester  to  this  place  immediately 

By  different  detachments  sent  from  this  place  we  have  received  from 
Fort  Winchester  about  1200  barrels  flour  including  that  escorted  by 
Ensign  Gray  from  Amanda.

Sanduskyj  one  hundred  an£  forty  of  the  26th.  Regt.  and  about  sixty  of  the 
seventeenth,  are  at  this  place,  about  fifty  of  the  latter  are  on  the  .rarer. 
from  Cincinatti. 

The  recruits  of  the  26th  when  assembled  will  amount  to  about  three 
hundred.,  one  fourt  .  of  t  em,  are  however,  prisoners  of  War. 

I  send  this  through  to  meet  the  mail  at  Zanesville;  I  have  sent  an 
express  to  Gol.  Johnson,  directing  him,  if  possible  go  get  into  Port  IJeigsj 
should  he  be  unable  to  do  so  he  will  proceed  to  join  the  troops  on  the  road 
from  this  to  Camp  Meigs.  I  have  sent 'an  express  to  inform  Liajr.  Jessup  ana  Capt. 
Perry  of  t.:e  Navy  of  the  Movements  of  bhe  enemy.

Sir, 

On  the  21st  late  in  the  evening,  while  on  my  way  to  this  place,  at 
Fort  Winchester,   I  reed,   an  order  by  express  to  inarch  to  that  place  without 
delay  as  an  attack  upon  the  Army  here  v.-as  hourly  expected  with  a  large   Indian 
1    some  British  forces.      The   information  reed  was   that  on  Sunday  the   20th 
the  Eritir.h  fleet  would  leave  Lalden  &  the  Indians  proceed  by  land,  who  are 
now  encamped  from  Detroit  to  Brownstown,   i:  some  have  arrived  at  Raisin*     The 
Indians  under  command  cof  Tecumseh  &  some  of  them  to  be  mounted,    information 
has  also  been  reed  that  a  party  of  Indians  with  some  few  British  were 
collecting  at  the  mouth  of  St  Joseph  or  Chicago  to  attack  Fort  Wayne 
while  another  &  a  greater  party  were  collecting  at  Detroit  &c  for  other 
purposes.     It  was  supposed  that  the  party  of  indians  who  killed  the   Wo  Chic 
Militia  at  that  place  was  the  sh  ies  for  that  force  —  our  #§$§§£  pursuit 
of  that  party  Sixty  miles  &  our  subsequent  circuit  thro'   the  Enemies 
Country    leaving  evidence  of  a  great  force  may  have  some     influence  in 
preventing  such  a  project  if  in  contemplation  —  I  feel  some  consolation 
in  having  arrived  here  before  the  enemy  more  especially  as  I  find  the  army 
amounting  to  less  than     600  effective  men.     I  have  brought  with  me  near 
800  —  In  case  of  great  necessity  the  camp  meigs  can  furnish  a  bout  the  same 
number,   but  some  of  them  will  be  in  a  weak  state,     when  I  arrived  at  Fort 
Tfinchester  I  re'd  a  letter  from  Genl.  Harrison  (the  20th)   dat,ed  the  11th 
Franklinton  JiMwti&ftitiM  announcing  the  success  of  our  arms  at  Fort  George 
&  the  call  for     Proctor  &  his  forces,  &  recommending  me  to  make  an  attack  or. 
Brownstown,  which  would  have  been  attempted  within  three  days  had  I  nox,  been 
called  to  this  place.     I  will  venture  to  assert  that  within  thirty  days  with 
incessant  rains  the  I.I.  Regt  has  done  more  to  protect  the  Frontiers  &  distract 
the  Indians  in  their     Councils,   than  the  march  of  double  cur  numbers  on  foot 
&  in  opening  the  campaign  here  I  hope  the  M.   Hegt  will  not  be  less  efficient!?]

v/e  recollect  that  you  gave  the  authority  to  organize  it  &  some  pride  is  felt 
by  the  officers  &  men  tc  distinguish  the  Corps  if  an  opportunity  shoul  -  offer

Dear  Sir, 

Altho  I  have  not  teen  able  to  collect  correct  official  returns  of  ::.ore 
than  279  enlistments  in  the  26th  Regt.  yet  I  believe  there  are  at  this  zLlz 
about  300  enlisted,  about  2l;0  of  which  have  marched  last  week  for  landusky. 

I  have  myself  visited  almost  over;/  recruiting  station  and  Town  in  the 
lower  end  of  the  staiej  and  am  fully  convinced  that  not  more  than  £00  men  can 
be  enlisted,  in  the  western  district,  within  a  reasonable  time.  There  is  now 

nearly  a  Regt.  enlisted  in  the  state  of  Ohio,  under  the  act  of  the  29th.  Jany, 
and  there  may  possibly  be  another  battalion  had  in  course  of  the  summer,  But 
I  cannot  believe  that  both  the  26th  8c.   27th  Regts.  can  be  filled  within  a 
reasonable  time  in  this  state.  I  understand  also,  that  the  Kentucky 
Regt.  (the  26th)  is  not  full. 

If  therefore,  the  President  Should  think  it  important  to  have  the 
26th  Regt.  filled  shortly,  I  beg  leave  '  to  suggest  the  propriety  of  dismissing 
a  part  of  the  officers  appointed  to  the  26th  Regt.  and  of  raising  one  Battalion 
of  said  Regt,  in  those  part  of  Pennsylvania  and  Virginia  which  lie  west  of 
the  Alleghany  mountains.  In  cas  the  recruiting  service  is  not  already  carried 
on,  in  those  parts,  under  the  act  of  the  29th  of  Jany.  1&T3. 

From  the  instructions  and  positive  orders  given  to  the  recruiting 
officers  of  the  26th  Regt.,  I  hope  to  be  enabled  shortly,  to  transmit  to 
the  war  department,  correct  recruiting  returns  and  accounts  warrent.
